The terminal disclaimer filed on 6/27/08 disclaiming the terminal portion of any patent 
granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of US Pat. 7,173,092 
has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the previously relied 
upon prior art references of Gornowicz et al. (US Pat. 6,015,858) and Zama et al. (US Pat. 
4,942,202) and the rejections made using these references have been overcome by Applicant's 
amendments and the Examiner's amendment. Specifically, Gornowicz et al. which is believed to 
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be the closest prior art, teaches a different order of mixing and teaches fluorocarbon elastomers 
having a glass transition temperature above room temperature. The teachings of the Gornowicz 
et al. patent are not believed to anticipate nor render obvious the claims in their currently 
amended form. Zama et al. no longer teaches or renders obvious the instant claims. US Pat. 
7,345,1 18 is also deemed to be relevant to the instant claims but differs from the instant claims in 
the order of mixing and further requires that the diorganopolysiloxane gum have at least two 
silicon-bonded hydroxy groups. The diorganopolysiloxane gum of the instant invention requires 
at least two alkenyl groups.
